METHODY OY REVINING.GOLD AND SILVER 
China has often baon spoken of ag 9 aink.dowxt 
which the gold of the world ji constantly. poured, 
Tt. is quite a mistako to suppoxo, however, that all 
the gold bullion imported by Ghina is retained or 
consumed tn thet country; on the contrary, large 
quontitios of gold ure. te-oxported from’ Hong- 
kong .and varloua ports of Chins, in the form of 
shoot gold, or gold leaf, as it is generally onlled: 
This form of bullion musi ‘nob, however, be con- 
founded. with ‘the ordinixy gold leaf used by 
gildors, which is vory muok thinnor, and s differ- 
out grtlelo altogathor,. The thick gold ‘loaf. to 
which’ Wo! sro. now -roferring is: mannfactired 


up until the free avlphur is all oxidized or burned 
sway, afsnitable proportion ‘of: lead is adied to 
the silver eulphide and kept ffor soms time stirred 
up with i6. This, ogaln, 1saxery waatefol aud 
ansolontifly preceeding, but’ still, conaidoring 
the authorsof tho process, remarkably ingenious, 
Tho wholo is’ thon pourcd, out into a mould, 
and: when cold is ‘placod upon a -oupel oa pre:
